ior college building. ‘The plans 
are now in Sacramento for ap- 
proval by the state department of 
education. When the approval is 
given, definite steps will be taken 
toward actual building activities. 

In preparation for the opening 
of classes in September, Dr. Hill 
is ou the Chaffey campus nearly 
every day.
